“These vessels,’ The Express says, 
“will be the beginning of a completely 
new British navy.” 

In appearance, the Nelsop and rhe 
Rodney will be different from all 
other warships, and in operation, pur- 
pose and ability to inflict damage on 
the enemy, they will be entirely apart 
irom what are now recognized. as 
first-class fighting machines. 

Both ships will be combined fort- 
resses and airdromes, and will have 
the added advAntagy of being mobile 
The radius of operations of these ves- 
sels is described ‘as “thousands of 
miles,” which is not unusual, as or- 
dinary dreadnaughts can operate a 
couple of thousand miles from their 
bases for a limited period of time. 

Carry Nine Big Guns. 

The fore part of the warships will 
Pristle with nine 16-inch guns, and 
aft there will be a vast, clear deck 
to be used as a floating § airdrome. 
There will be no major armament 
aft, as the big guns would interfere 
with airplanes. 

Instead of the towering superstrue- 
ture, fighting tops and the like which 
make ordinary battleships such mas 
jestic machines, the Nelson's and the 
Rodney's superstructures will consist 
only of a_heavily-armored ‘bridge. 
The shins wil! be specially armored 
against aerial bombs. 

To provide snace for the coming 
and going of airplanes, the slanting 
funnels of ordinary ships probably 
will not exist ahoard the Nelson or 
the Rodney. This detail has not vet 
been determined.

Judge A. W. Callaway. of the -At- 
lanta recorder’s court, Friday night 
heartily indorsed the fight being 
waged by The Constitution against 
traffic in concealed weapons.

Immediate elimination of jitheys 
from all streets on which trolley ears 
operate by action of city council and 
without a public referendum was advo. 
cated in an address to the City clu’ 
Friday by Alderman J. R. Baci- 


man, recenily deposed head of the 
speciai council committee which has 
been considering the petition of the 
Georgia Railway & Power company. 

Revealing the rc-ults of his study 
of the problem covering more than a 
year and reading from the report he 
will make to ccuncil despite his re- 
moval from chairmanship of the com- 
mittee by Mayor Sims, Mr. Bachman 
gave the following reasons for elimi- 
nation of jitneys: 

Reasons for Elimination. 

1. Licensing of jitney competition 
with the street cars is a violation of 
the city’s contract with the power 
company, in that the franchise granted 
the company contemplated a monopoly 
by the street railway on mass trans- 
portation in the city: 

2. Considerations of fair treatment 
for the company demand that it be 
protected from any unfair competi- 
tion ; 

3. The economic welfare of the com: 
munity demands that Atlanta have 
the best possible street railway sys- 
tem ; 

4. Many operators of jitneys have 
shown themselves defiant of law, de 
spite the efforts of their leaders to 
prevent it, and, like any other “law- 
less element,’ they should be elimi 
nated. 

First Address Since Deposed. 

Alderman Bachman’s address 
marked his first public appearance 
since Mayor Sims announced that he 
would not reappoint the chairman of 
the committee which has given more 
than a year to study of the trans- 
portation problem and which is ex 
pected to make its report at the next 
session of council. Nearly 200 per- 
sons were present at the luncheon 
at the Piedmont hotel.

“The future growth of Atlanta is lim- 
ited only by our viscion. Put at the 
present time, traffic congestion looms 
as one of our most serious problems, 
something that will destroy the fair 
hopes of our city unless corrected.”

Not in years have railroad stocks been so much in demand by in 
vestors as since the election, for not in years has the general situatiou 
appeared so favorable to security owners. The good volume of business 
done during 1924 and the overwhelming vote for adherence to conserva- 
tive policies given last November are the kind of thing that investors like. 

Unquestionably the outlook is encouraging, but investors should not 
allow their enthusiasms to carry them too far. After all, there are still 
big problems for the railroads to face. Even the 1924 volume of busi- 
ness did not bring the “‘fair’’ return on valuation. Many railroads are 
anxious to undertake expensive electrification programs and are likely | 
to go slow in any distribution of surplus, except where such a step may | 
help in the matter of junior financing. These considerations need nox | 
alter the view of those who pick stocks carefully and who have been pur | 
chasing the premier railroad issues as permanent investments; but they | 
do indicate the wisdom of caution. |
